Evangelization 


SPEAKS OF WORK 
IN FOREIGN FIELD 


An Address _ in Evening on 
Problems that. . Face 
the Student. 


The responsibility of students to the 
Breat problem of world evangeliza- 
thon was the subject of a most im- 
Pressive and inspiring address dvliv- 
ered yesterday to the students of the 
several local ¢oleges and schools in 
Alberta College by Dr. John R. Mott, 
secretary of the world’s student vol- 
unteer movement. The world-wide re- 
putation of Dr. Mott, who has ad- 
dressed the students of practically 
every university in the world, drew a 


large attendance and the auditorium | 


of Alberta College was crowded to the 


doors, Dr. J. H. Riddell, principal of | 


the college, presided. 

Emphasizing: first the important 
place filled by students in the life of 
the country to which they belonged, 
Dr. Mott said of them that 


preachers and they 
ernors.”’ If any idea Was to possess a 
nation, he declared, it must first pos- 
seas the students of that nation. It 
was therefore of importance that as 
a body they should be sound relig- 
fously and morally, Great ideals could 
not be made dominant without a 
power greater than human. 
Wha Attitude of Students, 

What he asked, was the attitude 
of the students of the world towards 
the religion of Christ? The answer 
was to be found in the development 
of the World's Student 
Federation, which In a few years had 
grown so that it numbered 150,000 
students and professors as members, 
exclusive of those who had gradu- 
ated into active work. 

Dr. “Mott gave a very interesting 
account of the progress of this move- 
ment in every part of the world, 
showing that it embraced students of 
every race and every form of Chris- 
tian belief. Its object, he declared, | 
was to develop the qualities of man- 
liness ,Open mindedness, loyalty to 
Jesus Christ and sympathy with men. 
Of Lorenzo de Medici it had been said 
that he was cultured yet corrupt, 
sagacious but cruel, that he spent the 
morning in writing a sonnet in praise 
of virture and the night in vice. “I 
care not how cultured a student may 
be, “he declared, “if he is not also 
moral he is a menace to society and 
a seam of weakness in the life of the 
nation.” 

Under the influence of the student 
volunteer movement, he said, the col- 
lege community had become one of 
the most religious communities in the 
world. <A far larger proportion of 
students were believing Christians to- 
day than of any other class of men 
or women. In support of this etate- 
ment he cited many facts which had 
come to his personal knowledge, and 
declared that he was in a position to 
prove it beyond the possibility of 


doubt. 


| 


Result of Movement 

One of the results of the movement 
had been an awakening of interest in 
the Bible among students every-| 
where, in Christian and non-Chris- 
tian lands. De Quincey had said that 
literature was divided into the litera- 
ture of knowledge and the literature 
of power, This movement Was empha- 
gizing the truth that the literature of 
the Bible was the literature of power, 

There’ was a German proverb 
which said “What you would put’'into 
the life of a nation you must put into 
ite schools,” The destiny of any coun- 
try at any time might be determined 
by what its students were thinking 
about. “I can fortell with accuracy 
what a nation is tending to,’ he said, 
if 1 know what ig in the minds of its 
students,” 

Archbishop Whately had said: “If 
my faith be false | must change it. 
If it be true 1 am bound to propa- 
gate it.’ The Increasing proportion of 
students giving themselves to the 
work of the foreign field was one 0 
the most encouraging features of the 
movement. He was not unméindful of 
the crisis at home. “I covet more of 
the best to go to the foreign field,” 
he eaid, “Not until we show that our 
religion is adequate to deal with the 
world situation will we deal success- 
fully with the problems at our own 
doors, 

He hoped that some of the bright- 


est of the young men and women 
present would give themselves to the 
work of the foreign field either as 
Christian teachers or Christian doc- 
tors. Then they noeded Chrietiang y- 
men abroad. “We must Christianize 
the impact of our Bo-called — civiliza- 
tion on the nen-Christian world, In 


our commercial, industrial, diplomatic 
and social contact with these peoples 
we must give expression to our 
(Christianity. here are two many go- 
ing out from our so-called Christian 
countries by un-Christion-like conduct 
what the missionaries with patience 
and self-denial are doing.”

Last evening at 8.15 in the Strath- 
cona Collegiate Institute, Dr. Mott 
held the intense interest of a large 
company of young men, the student 
class of Greater Edmonton, while he 
in a master(ul way dealt’ with | the 
special problems of the student's ‘per- 
sonal life. He outlined the peculiar 
temptations of a student's life, not as 
different from those of any other 
young Man, but more subtle and 
therefore more dangerous. Among the 
things he pointed out were the temp- 
tations to yield t6 the utilitarian view 
of life and characerized it as a severe 
menace to a young country like ours.

Peking, Oct, 23—The revolutionary 
spirit now is manifesting itself in the 
North as well as in the South ang 
those _ who heretotore have believed 
the northern provinces might rally 
around the government now are of 
the opinion that secessions will fol- 
low rapidly, The precautionary mea- 
sures taken in Manchuria, where the 
government does not permit mention 
of the revolution show the anti-gov- 
ernment spirit in the far North, 

There are rumors that a rising has 
been planned for the next. tew days 
in the immediate vicinity of the capi- 
tal. It may be this will not be iul- 
filled, but they indicate a widespread 
sympathy with the revolt. The dip- 
jumatic corps has discussed the neces- 
sity of maintaining communicaticn be- 
tween Tien Tsin and Peking. The 
miliary commanders report only suf- 
ficient troops to protect the legations 
quarters in Peking and the foreign 
settlement in Nen Tsin. Consequéntly 
in a serious emergency only Japan's 
aid would be immediately available 
from the garrison at Port Arthur 
and Dalny. 

Manchus Might Attack, 

The legations so far have not con- 
sidered seriously the suggestion of an 
“english paper in Shanghai that the 
Manchus, when desperate might en- 
deavor secretly to encourage the ig- 
norant multitude to attack foreigners 
and thereby attain foreign interven- 
tion Which would militate in their 
favor, Jt ia argued that such machin- 
ations would prove more dangerous 
to the Manchus than any one else, be- 
cause it is known that the rebel or- 
ganization elsewhere is able to re- 
strain its adherents. The Manchus, 
however, apparently are following a 
weak and vaccilating policy “which 
conceivably might be followed by 
desperate measures. 

General Committed suicide, 

San Francisco, Oct. 23—News was 
received here today that General 
Chang Piao, of the Imperial troops 
who was sentenced to death for cow- 
ardice, had committed suicide. Vice- 
roy Jui Cheng of Hu Peh and Hu 
Nan provinces escaped before he 
could be punished for a similar of- 
fence. 

In Nan King, the viceroy is disarm- 
ing the new army in fear of treach- 
ery, retaining their arms and mili- 
tary supplies while sending the gol- 
diers to stations in the loyal prov- 
inces, The finding of thirteen cases of 


dynamite there yesterday gave .the 
government great alarm, 
Chinese barbers here have been 


working overtime cutting queues, The 
queue cutting proclamation of the re- 
volutionists has been posted boldly at 
the entrance to Imperial consulate 
here. To part with their ancient 
badge of distinction went hard with 
some of the older men, Secretary 
Long King Chong, of the Chinese, 
National. Association received a letter 
today from Charles D, Hillis, secre- 
tary to President Taft, acknowledging 
the receipt of the telegram asking 
for the good offices of the United 
States in preserving neutrality of oth- 
er nations during the war, Mr. Hillis 
said he would place the matter be- 
fore the president,

The Changes Will Necessi- 
tate Three By-Elections 
Shortly. 


London, Oct, 23—The British cabi- 
net has undergone an important re- 
conatruction, Winston Spencer Chur- 
chill, home secretary, becoming first 
Lord of the Admiralty, while Regin- 
ald McKenna lays down the admir- 
“alty portfolio to become home secre- 
lary, Mart Carrington, president of 
the board of agriculture, becomes 
Lord of the Privy Council, 

C, BE. Hobhouse, finameial secretary 
to the treasury is appointed chancel- 
lor of the Duchy of Lancaeter. W. 
Runciman retires from the presi- 
dency of the board of education to 
become president of the board of ag- 
riculture, while the presidency of the 
board of education has been assumed 
by J, A, Pease, foimer chancellor of 
the Duchy of Lancaster.,. 

Sir Edward Strachey, parliament 
and the Right Honorable Alfred Em- 
mett, M.P., for Oldham and deputy 
speaker of the House of Commons, 
have been promoted to the peerage. 

With the exception of the exchange 
of offices by Mr. Churchill and Mr. 
McKenna, 
little comment. The Unionists express 
the fear that the change made will 
enable the Government to reduce the 
naval estimates, Mr. Churchill being 
considered one of the economists of 
the cabinet. 

The change, however, is more likely 
to have been due to parliamentary 
than to political causes, Both min- 
isters have met with the disapproval 
of the Laborites and the extreme Rad- 
icals; Mr. Churchill by reason of the 
employment of troops during the 
strikes, and Mr. McKenna because of 
a recent speech advocating a further 
increase in the naval expenditure, By 
the change, both escape the necessity 
of replying to their critics,

Report of Inland Revenue Commis- 
sion on Land Tax Crave. 


London, Oct. 21.—The Unionist 
press is enthusiastic over the report 
of the commissioners of inland re- 
venue showing how Lioyd George's 
1909 budget is Operating with regard 
to the land tax and the bitter feeling 
that this aroused at the time, 

It may be recalled thet for the pur- 
pése of assessing and collecting the 
reversion and undeveloped land dutica 
then imposed, it was necessary to un- 
dertake the work of the complete 
land valuation of the United King- 
dom. Lloyd-George set about draw- 
ing up a new doomsday book. The 
inland revenue report now shows that 
there are 11,000,000 hereditaments, or 
different plots of land to be taxed, 
For this work, a veritable army of of- 
ficials has been instituted. There are 
172 permanent civil service officialn 
with aggregate salaries of $388,000 
with 1,376 assistants of various kinds, 
draftsmen, technical assistants and 
others, bringing the total salary and 
payroll to the estimated amount of 
$1,480,000, To this, there is to be 
added #250,000 for office accommo- 
dations, 


PRORIBIT AMERICA 
FLAGS IN TORONTO 


Moving Picture Films Are to be Strict-

New York, Oct, 23—New York man- 
ufacturers of moving picture films have 
been advised that any display of the 
American flag was prohibited ta Tor- 
ontc by the authorities, 

Although diplomatic eircles in 
Washingion and London have not yet 
been notified on this order, it has 
already gone into effect in every mov- 
ing picture theatre in Canada's second 
city 
by the official censorship board that 
no more films containing any portray- 
al of the stars and stripes must be 
shipped to Toronto from the United 
States, 

The feeling engendered by the re- 
eent reciprocity campaign in Canada 
is believed to be responsible for the 
censorship.

Attack on Northern Army, 

London, Oct) 22.—A dispatch from 
Peking says strong rebel detachments

The fighting lasted six hours on 
both days and it is estimated the 
killed or wounded on both sides num- 
bered 540, 

“It is now evident,” says the des- 
patch, “that the rebels are strong. 
The government was too optimistic to 
win, Gen. Yeng Chang has made a 
requisition for more artillery and the 
headquarters of the northern army 
remains at Sin Yang Chau. Yeng 
Chang considers his forces inadequate 
to assail the rebels position which is 
difficult to get at. The rebels are en- 
trenching everywhere. They are de- 
stroying bridges and mounting guns. 
They claim to have enlisted 10,000 
former soldiers. 

Wu Chang has fallen into the hands 
of a separate revolutionafy organiza- 
tion called the Kuominghust. The
